Stand of Leaders May Force 
Delegates to Clark. 


Baltimore, Md., July I.—When the 
Democratic 
national convention was 
called to order today by Chairman 
Ollie James little hope of a nomina­ 
tion wa* held by any of the dele­ 
gate* 
When the convention adjourned for 
Sunday it was believed that some so­ 
lution of the deadlock would result 
from conferences between the cham­ 
pion* of the three leading candidates, 
but It developed that the time had not 
arrived for the withdrawal of either 
Speaker Clark. Governor Wilson or 
Representative Underwood. 
The campaign 
managers possibly 
might have reached some agreement 
lf Interest in the deadlock had not 
been dwarfed by the personal contro­ 
versy developed between William J. 
Bryan and Speaker Clark. 
The visit 
of Mr. Clark to Baltimore and his ar­ 
rival too late to attempt vindication 
of himself before the convention over­ 
shadowed everything else and was a 
subject of Bu inlay gossip. 
Speaker 
Clark 
had a conference 
with Mr. Hearst, Senator Stone, David 
R. Francis and others. Speaker Clark 
alter the conference issued the follow­ 
ing statem ent: 


Calls Bryan a Traitor. 


“In the national convention an out­ 
rageous aspersion was cast upon me, 
and through me. upon the Democratic 
party by one, who, of all men, ought 
to be the last to tiesmmlge or betray 
his friends or his party. So far as I 
am personally concerned, it Is enough 
to say that the charge which reflects 
upon my i>ersonal or party Integrity is 
utterly and absolutely false. I might 
afford to forget myself, but I ani by the 
choice of the Democratic majority of 
the house ut representatives, the rank­ 
ing official Democrat la national pub­ 
lic life. 
I c annot be false or corrupt 
without refl*H“ting upon my i>arty In 
the most serious way. 
“Any man who would enter into an 
alliam-e with any selfish Interest of 
privileged class of this country to 
gain the nomination for the presiden­ 
cy, Is unworthy of the presidency and 
of the speHkershlp of the house. If I 
have not entered into such an alliance, 
then the I>emocrat, however distin­ 
guished, who 
wantonly charges 
me 
with this act is a traitor to the Demo­ 
cratic 
party and to his 
professed 
frluedship for me. 
"I am not here to plead for a nom! 
nation or to attempt to influence any 
man's political ac tion Let every man 
proceed in this convention according 
to his convictions and tile expressed 
will of his constituents. I ask no un 
due consideration from any man. be 
he friend or foe. but I demand exact 
j net ice from every Democrat, either in 
thin convention or throughout the na­ 
tion With William J. Bryan and his 
charge made In tile convention the Is­ 
sue* is proof or retraction I shall ex 
ped him to met that Issue.” 
Bryan has leaned a statement chal­ 
lenging ('lark to say lf there is a dif­ 
fer eu e between Bryan and Barker 
Democracy and if ('lark Is willing to 
be nowiina'ed

Murphy and 
predatory interest votes. 


Clark Injured Candidacy. 


Party leaders generally took the po­ 
sition, n m wbh.-tanding the Missouri­ 
an's I rn pa-(honed denial of Mr. Bry­ 
an’s Imputation that he was beholden 
to Morgan. Belmont and Ryan, (hat 
he would he unable to regain the votes 
be had lost. At the same time mane 
of them thought that sympathy for 
Mr f'lark and the inevitable linking 
of Bryan and Wilson in the mind* 
of the delegates, by reason of the New 
Jersey candidate ba\ing been the ben 
eflclary of tile votes turned away from 
Mr. Clark by the Nebraskan’s phi ll! pie, 
had injured the th am es of Wilsons 
nomination 
The situation, as seen by leaders 
not associated intimately in the man 
agement ut any tit the r&nipaigns now 
»eems co tie about ss follows: 
Clark having felled ut nomination 
for seventeen ballots after receiving a 
majority vote, probably had reached 
the crest of bis strength

name Charles Murphy, the Tammany 
leader, and raising a storm of hisses 
by announcing that he would withdraw 
support even trout the man of hit 
choice, should Murphy at any time 
cast the ninety votes ut New York for 
hun. 
Bryans first public announcement 
Lbui bis cholee was the New Jerse.v 
governor accompanied this threat, and 
though some accession* to the Wilson 
Vote followed, the move brought out 
with vivid force the fact that some­ 
thing more than the needed oue-thlrd 
vote Is firmly held against any candi­ 
date upon whom Bryan may place bbl 
ball mark. 


Clark Forces Disintegrate. 


The Clark army at once began to 
disintegrate, slowly, It is true, until 
iron! one having a clear majority of 
Ute 1088 delegates, he had dropped on 
the twenty-sixth ballot to 469; Wilson 
had a d \Sliced from 356 to 4o7%, aud 
Underwood held attorn his early vote, 
112%, alter being boosted up to about 
130. Governor Foss. of Massachusetts, 
bad picked up a few votes here aud 
there until he hail a bota! of 43. Gov­ 
ernor Marshall, of Indiana, retained 
his original 30, aud Bryan himself wa* 
kept in the field with a vote or two. 
When this ballot had been announc­ 
ed, Renaloi Stone, of Missouri, took 
the floor to ask unanimous consent to 
offer an agreement that promised to 
bring the struggle to an early end; 
but objections from Bryan, Culberson 
ami Henry, of Texas, aud many oth­ 
ers, put an end to this project. Sena­ 
tor Stone's suggestion was that, after 
two additional ballots, on the third, 
the lowest man lie dropped; the same 
course to be pursued on each succes­ 
sive ballot until two remained, and 
then on the last ballot, the candidate 
receiving the majority to be declared 
tile nominee. 


Dismal, But Exciting Failure. 


HI* sjiectacular dash into the Bm#- 
light, quivering with anger and burling 
insults and threats at all who opp >se 
his most radical views, was made by 
Bryan, whose evident purpose to start 
a stampede for Woodrow Wilson re 
suited in an exciting failure. It was 
during the call of states for the four­ 
teenth ballot that he proposed to make 
a change in his vote. Chairman lames 
ruled that nothing was in order dur­ 
ing roll call, but the Nebra ka man 
Insisted on hts right to be bes-rd at this 
crisis In the life-of Hie Democracy, 
and there was a wen# of wild disor­ 
der. during which Bryan was again 
hooted and Jeered at from floor and 
galleries. 
But though he was visibly 
disturbed bv the hostile reception he 
stood his ground until able to make 
himself heard, and then he launched 
Into a bitter tirade against the privi­ 
lege seeking classes, naming Morgan. 
Ryan and Belmont as enemies of the 
people, aud “Challie’’ Murphy, of New 
York, a * their mouthpiece. His purpose 
wa? to declare that he would not sup- 
jKjrt any candidate 
who 
might 
be 
named In the convention with the as 
♦Upturn e of New York s vote as an 
noun*od by Murphy. So imimrtant was 
the statement, in his opinion, that he 
had prepared it before coming to tho 
convention, aud with fine dramatic ef­ 
fect he read 
his edict, though 
fre­ 
quently interrupted by a combination 
of cheers and hisses.

Mon Ar# Assured of Jobs When tho 
Electrification of tho Road Take# 
Place. 
Philadelphia, July I.—The contro­ 
versy between the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road and 25,000 of IU employes, work­ 
ing on line* east of PitUburgh and 
Erie, has been amicably souled and a 
•trlko has been averted, according to 
an aanouncement made by the officials 
of the company and the representa­ 
tives of the men, following a confer­ 
e n c e held in Broad street station. 
The agreement reached la a victory 
for the trainmen, and immediately af­ 
ter the termination of the conference 
g meeting of the members of the gen 
oral committee, who bove in their 
bands the affairs of the trainmen, was 
beld. At ibis meeting the answers of 
the company to the demands of the 
employes were accepted, with the pro­ 
viso that confirmation shall be made 
by the company. 
Th* sudden turn of the controversy 
came during s discussion of the “elec­ 
trification” question. Previously the 
company had flatly refused the de 
elands made by the men on this ques 
Hon and the representatives of the 
trainmen issued an ulUmatum to the 
effect that unless the company rec-od 
ad from its former position on the 
electrification 
question and granted 
the demands made by the men, the 
25,000 members of the three brother­ 
hoods of railroad conductors, trainmen 
and firemen and enginemen, would 
strike within twenty-four hours. 
During the final conference General 
Manager ix>ng announced that in the 
event of electrification or installation 
of other motive power on any of its 
lines the employee affected will he 
protected in accordance with the regu­ 
lations existing when such electrifies 
tion or installation takes place. 
It bad been the contention of the 
men that on lines where electriflcaUon 
bad taken place the members of the 
train crew were gives positions paying 
•mailer wages than they formerly re 
calved. 
OI the thirty three demands made by 
Die trainmen when th* general com­ 
mittee 
came 
to 
Philadelphia 
two 
months agr* all were satisfactorily dis­ 
posed of with the exception of the 
electric question. The company pre­ 
viously took the stand that electrifi­ 
cation is a long way off, and until it 
takes place the company would make 
bo assurances to the men. 
Affording to the agreement made 
by the company and the representa­ 
tive* of the trainmen on this pha-e 
of the controversy an arbitration board 
will ne appointed, composed of a Penn­ 
sylvania railroad main line superin­ 
tendent. two other railroad chiefs sud 
the chairman of the four brotherhoods 
of rslroad workers In the event of s 
deadlock on the question. Charles P. 
Nolll, commissioner of labor, will be 
asked to sit on the board. 
If the decision of the board Is fa­ 
vorable to the trainmen, the agree­ 
ment provide*, the men employed on 
the division shall be reimbursed the 
difference between the two rates from 
the time it went Into effect. July I. 
191d, until the decision of the arbi­ 
tration board 
It Is understood also 
that the arbitration board is to draw 
up regulations regarding future a g ­ 
nification of the Pennsylvania lines 
and place constructions on points now 
in dispute.
